lain sick from pneumonia for the past 
eight days. 


Mr. Field was suffering from a se- 


vere cold when he left Chicago and at 
Pittsburg physicians were summoned 
to attend him. On his arrival here he 
took to his bed at the.Holland house 
and pneumonia soon developed. 


Not until the end of last week was 


his condition 'regarded as 
specially 


grave. Sunday his life was despaired 
of, but late yesterday afternoon there 
was a rally that gave his physicians 
and the watching friends about his 
bedside renewed hope that his great

At 12:30 p. m. Mr. Field's condition 


was very critical. 
The doctors said 


he might rally as he did yesterday 
afternoon or he might pass away with- 
in an hour. 


The physicians bulletin later was 


supplemented by Augustus N. Eddy, 
Mrs. Field's brother-in-law, when he 
came from the sick room: 


"Mr. Field is worse than he was 


yesterday," he said, "but is still con- 
scious. 
Whilo he retains conscious- 


ness we have hope, as In possession 
of his faculties he is making a deter- 
mined fight against the disease." 


Later in the morning it was report- 


ed that both Mr. Fiem's lungs have 
been affected 
by the spread of the 


pneumonia.

Marshall Field was without ques- 


tion the greatest and most successful 
merchant of his generation and he was 
one of the world's richest men, his 
wealth being estimated at anywhere 
from $100,000,000 to £200,000,000. 
He 


was a native of Conway, Mass., where 
he was born in 3S35. His father was 
a farmer and Mr. Field obtained his 
education in the public schools of Con- 
way. At the age of seventeen he be- 
came a clerk* in a general country 
store in Pitt afield, Mass., where he re- 
mained for four years. 
He came to 


Chicago in 1856 and began his career 
in this city as a clerk in the wholesale 
dry goods establishment. • of Cooley, 
Wadsworth & Co. 
During the four 


years that he remained 
with 
this 


house he showed marked commercial 
ability and in 1860 he "was given a 
partnership. Tho late Levy P. Leiter 
was also connected with the firm and 
in 1805 the two jonns men withdrew 
and in company with Potter Palmer 
they organized Iho firm of Field, Pal- 
mer and Loitor which tonlinuod unlil

Van Wurt, 0., Jan. 16.—More than 


half the business section of Convoy, 
a progressive little town seven miles 
west of this city, was wiped out by 
u. disastrous 
fire last night. 
The 


flames, starting "at 11 o'clock, were 
driven by 
tho terrific 
gale 
which 


raged during the greater part of the 
night and soon were beyond .all con- 
trol. It was not until 4 o'clock this 
morning that the fire was brought 
under control, and then simply 
be- 


cause it had destroyed everything in 
its path. There was no loss of life. 


In all a total o£ twenty-four build- 


ings were destroyed, many of them 
being handsome brick or cement block 
structures. It is utterly impossible in 
the present chaos which prevails at 
Convoy, to get any accurate estimate 
.upon the loss or the insurance, but it 
is believed the damage will be fully 
,?!OQ,000. 
The burned district Is lo- 


cated on the north side of the main 
east-and-west street through the lit- 
tle town, and extends for a distance 
of a square and a half. 


Where It Started. 


The origin of the fire is unknown, 


hut the flames started In the ZenU1 
store building, which adjoined the Red 
Men's hall. The town has a very ef- 
ficient fire department, using one of 
the old hand engines formerly .in serv- 
ice in Fort Wayne, but the water sup- 
ply which is obtained from cisterns, 
was utterly unequal to the task of cop- 
ing with a big fire. 


When the fire fighters got on the 


ground the fire had penetrated the 
Red Men's hall, and despite all ef- 
forts the flames spread with fearful 
fury. A call for assistance was sent 
to Van Wert, and the fire department 
from tills city responded, but owing to 
the lack of water could be of but lit- 
tle sen-Ice. 


Some of the more Important build- 


ings destroyed include Zentz's store, 
Molleudorpf's implement store, 
the 


Convoy bank, the postoffice. Red Men's 
hull, Dr. Sidel's office and residence, 
Dr. Clay's" office, Bowens -barber shop. 
Long's elevator and lumber yard, the 
telephone exchange, Gunsett's livery 
barn, the large brick building owned 
by Mollenkopf & Penny, the Anderson 
block and the A. B. Baker store and 
residence. 


Fire Crosses Street. 


The latter two structures were lo- 


cated -on the south side of the street, 
and the fire swept across the forty- 
foot 
thoroughfare to reach 
them. 


These were the only two structures 
destroyed on the south side of the j 
street. 


The destruction, of the telephone ex- 


change left the" telegraph 
the 
only 


means of communication with Convoy 
for several hours. 
Citizens of the 


little town worked courageously In the 
face of the storm 
to stop the pro- 


gress of the flames. It is impossible 
to get any figures on insurance at this 
time for the reason that in many in- 
stances the policies were destroyed 
with the buildings, and the exact ox- 
tent of the loss cannot be told until 
there is a general checking up by the 
insurance companies.

Matters Up for Consideration.

where they accrue and not at the\ 
point of destination.

John 
Morris secured 
recognition 


from Iho chair to introduce a resolu- 
tion Declaring tho republicans of the 
Twelfth district in favor of tho es- 
tablishing of another federal district 
In Indiana, and It was adopted unani- 
mously. 


Call for Candidates. 


Then followed the real business for 


whicli (he convention was called—the 
election of a district chairman, and 
the chair Instructed Secretary Dougnll 


to call the roll of counties for names 
of candidates. 


Allen county was first called, and J. 


E. Greenawalt, delegate from Scipio 
township, arose and presented tho 
name of Clarence P. Bicknell. There 
were not further nominations from Al- 
len, and in the further call of counties 
the nomination of Mr. Bicknell was 
seconded by Senator J. S. Conlogue, of 
Noble; Mr. Deal, of Lagrange; Mr. 
Dodge, of Steuben; Mr. Brown, of De- 
Kalb, and Mr. Gates, of WhHley. 


No other nominations were made, 


and Judge Walter Olds, of thjs city, 
moved the election of Mr. Bioknell by 
acclamation. His motion was second- 
ed by Mr. Deal, of Lagrange, and it 
carried amid much applause, and 
Chairman Rose declared Mr. Bicknell 
elected. 


The new chairman was called to the

Mr. Bicknell Responds. 


This sally touched the risibilities of 


the delegates, and It was some time 
before the applause and laughter sub- 
sided so that Mr. Bicknell could speak, 
which he did very briefly.

Mr. Bash Speaks Again. 


Mr. Bash came in for a second ad- 


dress at this time and among other 
things said that it is an outrage that 
the seventj'-flve per cent of the ship- 
pers who are in four or five squares 
from the center of the city should be 
compelled to haul grain to the Penn- 
sylvania to load a car. or to haul It 
from that road when it is received in 
order to reach the flouring mills all- 
of which are on the Nickel Plate. He 
stated that the latter road gets the 
shipment of all the flour that is pro- 
duced and that It ought in return al- 
low the cars to be placed for load- 
ing. 


Judge Olds replied by saying that 


if this were allowed a greater num- 
ber of merchants who receive and ship 
from short distances from the road 
would be inconvenienced while only a 
few are put out by the present ar- 
rangement and added there is no feas- 
ible plan of increasing track facilities. 


Tilt With Agent. 


This was followed by the calling be- 


fore the commission of V. H. Wendt, 
local freight 
agent, 
for the 
Nickel 


Plate, and a number of specific cases 
were brought to the attention of the 
members iu. the course of which the 
agent and Mr. Bash entered into a 
number of spirited tilts. After they 
had been heard a call was made for 
other complamts. 


Mr. Rastetter then went Into detail 


to show that In the opinion of the 
membership 
of the 
Manufacturers' 


club, of which he was the representa- 
tive, Fort Wayne is being discriminat- 
ed against In the matter of rates on 
Indiana coal. 


He said that at Mtmcie, Marion and 


other towns in the gas belt and even 
Hartford City, which is only 
forty 


miles away, had been given a special 
freight rate of GO cents and that the 
railroad 
companies 
are 
charging 


manufacturers here $1.10 to haul it 
tho short distance between the last 
named point and this city. 


Further he explained that the local 


producers hafl formerly a rate of seven 
cents on natural gas and with that 
price for fuel they were-able to com- 
pete with other concerns in the same 
line of business but that since the gas 
supply had been exhausted the fuel 
proposition has cut a big figure in the 
matter of competition. 


In conclusion 
he stated 
that the 


coal question Is the most important 
that local shippers have to deal with 
and asked the commission to look into 
it carefully and see if something can 
be done to cut down charges that are 
deemed excessive. 


Auditor Harry E.* Vordermark", of 


the Fort Wayne and Wabash Valley 
Traction company, asked to be heard 
on the bunching of cars and slated 
that his company suffers to a certain 
extent from this. He explained that 
deliveries are so made mat it is im- 
possible sit times to unload promptly 
and that the consignee is at no fault 
but. is required to bear the burden. 


Judge Zollars' Statement. 


Judge Zollars made the 
closing 


statement. He opened by saying Ihat 
so far as-he could see (he Investiga- 
tion emanated from one or two mer- 
chants, and that the small attendance 
indicated the absence of grievances. 


He took up in a general way the 


question of demurrage and said that 
he had taken occasion to look fully 
Into, the question and believed that 
the present, plan ia as satisfactory as 
any that can lie formulated. 
Ho said 


that, tho interests he represented are 
willing at. all times fo make such rea- 
sonable concessions on this point, as 
are necessary and (hat. he was in- 
clined to the belief that the commis- 
sion would find llttlo to adjust.

European powers participating except 
Germany. 
Even Germany was willing 


to go along until the kaiser made his 
remarkable individual discovery that 
German interests were being ignored 
and reversed the declaration of his 
chancellor, Buelow, who had previous- 
ly said the matter was of no concern 
to Germany. It is not clear that 
Francs ha3 any intention of closing 
the open door In Morocco, unless it is 
feared that French ascendency might 
Ultimately add Morocco to Algiers and

port of the other powers shows that 


• they have no fear of commercial dis- 
advantages following French control. 
Tho whole affair seems to have arisen 
from imperial pique, and the belief 
that recognition of German interest 
will smooth the.way to a settlement 
Is overcoming the alarmist rumors.

Since the abrogation of the freight 


agreement between tho Panama rail- 
road and the steamship company the 
latter has been dilatory in calling for 
San Francisco freight on the west side 
of the isthmus.

rough and tumble fight." 


"Football is a fine game when pro- 


perly played,"' the 
committee says, 


"but the present method Is thoroughly 
baa and ought to be stopped absolute- 
ly and finally. Any university taking 
thia action will later be considered as 
a benefactor by many players and by 
all lovers of healthful, clean sport and 
fair play." 


Under the ruling of the overseers 


football is now in aoeyance at the uni- 
versity until the 
committee on the 


regulation of athletic sports has made 
its report to the board and until the 
board has accepted the new rules and 
regulations 
in 
every 
particular, 


rVhether the reformed rules can be 
arranged and accepted in time for the 
resumption of football nest season is 
problematical. 


Student Body Is Amazed.

ed in Harvard athletic circles, but the

game altogether caused great surprise 
among students and graduates.

making changes, and adds:

ferent result. In this connection it is 
necessary to point out that proper um- 
pires are as necessary as good rules- 
men who. unlike many of those used 
is such in late years, 'are ready and 
anxious instantly to punisn any infrac- 
tion or the rules.

The printing house, it was said, has 


discovered that neither the Armstrong 
committee nor any other committee of 
the legislature, unless expressly au- 
laorized. has the power to order print- 
ed volumes of the testimony taken be- 
fore it.

Owing to oluinges In the 


course of the river the inflow ceased ami 
the water of the lake finally evaporated. 
At the lowest point in the valley a salt 
mar.*h was left, the bottom ot whloli was 
nearly 300 foet below sea level. 


About a year ago an irrigation com- 


pany cut a shallow ditch throueh tho 
bank of the Colorado river into this basin. 
A little later, at u time when the water 
In the river was very high, the bank^ 
of this ditch were cut away and its bot- 
tom was scoured out by Hie rapid cur- 
rent, so that now practically the entire 
volume 01 water In the river Hows Into 
th« basin. 


During the past six or eight months 


thousands of dollars have been expended 
in various Ineffectual attempts to control 
the Inflow of the river.

GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE 


Penny-packer Outlines 
the 
Things 


. State's "Lawmakers Are Ex- . 


pectfd to Do. 


Harrisburg. Pa., Jan. 15.—The Penn- 


sylvania, legislature, pursuant to pro- 


• clamation by Governor Pennypacker, 


was convoked today in special session 
to consider certain reform measures. 


Governor Pennypacker sent to the 


body a special message covering the 
ground of legislation upon which it is 
proposed to have action. 


After commending the last session 


. of the legislature for ' its good works 


and the advancement of the public 
welfare," Governor Pennypacker says: 


"Since its adjournment, a wave of 


popular and political unrest and com- 
motion has spread over the land and 
left its impress in our own common- 
wealth, as well as elsewhere. It is at 
such times that, much may lie nccnm- 
plished by wise legislators to enhance 
the public weal. The unfortunate fail- 
ure of the greater Pittsbnrg legisla- 
tion through tne finding of the su- 
preme court that the act was uncon- 
stitutional and the failure of a bank 
incorporated and supervised by the 
national government, holding at the 
time a large amount of state funds, 
have given the'legal occasion for tho 
calling of the legislature together in 
extraordinary session. 


"I have been unwilling 
that 
the 


present popular disturbances should 
subside without securing more perma- 
nent results than the substitution of 
one contractor for another, 
the 
re- not' 


moval of incumbents from office, tho 
overthrow of one political party or 
faction and the elevation of their op- 
ponents and the suppression of one 
private ambition in order that another 
may be lostered and gratified." 


Enterprise Bank Failure. 


Taking up the failure of the Enter- 


prise bank of Allegheny, Pa., the gov- 
ernor says: 


"When the national bans to which 


reference has ficretofore been made, 
failed, the state treasurer held as se- 
curity for the state deposits not only 
the bouds of tureo surety companies, 
but likewise the bonds of the directors 
of the bank given us. individuals. Judg- 
ments were at. once entered on these 
latter bonds and tho common pleas 
court has since decided that there is 
no ground ot defense against the judg- 
ments. 


"A large proportion of the slato de- 


posit, amounting to $;!7fi.755.37, has 
already been paid into the treasury 


[ and the whole appears to have been 


amply safeguarded. Nevertheless, the 
event is a warning of what may occur 
and ought to be heeded. The amount 
deposited with each institution should 
be limited with reference to its capi- 
tal and surplus and in my view ought 
not to be more at any one time than 
three-fourths of the total of these two 
sums. 
It ought also to be made a 


misdemeanor, punishable by fine and 
imprisonment, to pay, offer or receivi 
any consideration for the use of such 
moneys other than the interest paya- 
ble to the state, or to make or accept 
any promise based on alleged ability 
to secure the deposit of them." 


Urges Many Reforms. 


A reapportionment of the state into 


senatorial and representative districts 
is urged and tne message concludes 
with the following recommendations: 


"That the fees collected by the sec- 


retary of the commonwealth and the 
insurance commissioner be hereafter 
paid into the treasury of the common- 
wealth and that a proper salary he 


jpaid to each of these officials as sole 


compensation; the enactment nt: legis- 
lation which will require the primary 
elections of all political parties within 
the commonwealth to be held on the 
same day, at the same time, under the 
supervision of properly constituted 
officers; the establishment of 
sys- 


lem of civil service for the common- 
wealth under the terms of which the 
routine appointments may 
only 
be 


made after the ascertainment of Quali- 
fications and fitness and providing for 
the retention of their offices by the in- 
cumbents during good behavior, re- 
quiring the filing of an affidavit show- 
ing in detail the sums which have 
been expended and the purposes for 
which the expenditures 
were 
made 


during political campaigns."

It had been Insulated at 
one time, but the insulation had been 
scraped off. In the front it had been 
caught by the sealskin collarette worn 
by Mrs. Hollister, but in the back it 
had been brought against the flesh 
with such force that it was deeply im- 
bedded in tne muscles. 


Mr. Hollister, who is a member of

geological survey, declared that 77 
miles oE main canals of river size have 
been build during the three years in 
which the United States reclamation 
service has been organized and that 
irrigation canals long enough to span 
the earth twice and representing an 
outlay of ?90,000,000 has been built 
during the past quarter century. "Ev- 
ery year," he said, *this area returns 
a harvest valued at more than $150,- 
000,000 and 2,000,000 people dwell In 
harmony and content where only

short time ago the wilderness reigned. 


"The reclamation service has built 


54 miles of irrigation canals and 18fi 
miles of ditches.

Chicago, Jan. 13.—"I expect to fly 


from Chicago to Washington on April 
£3 next, the eighteenth anniversary of 
my birth. I shall start at G o'clock in 
the morning and will deliver into the 
hands of President Roosevelt before 
dark of the same day a message from 
Mayor Edward F. Dunne." 


This is the program which F. M. Ma- 


han, a well known inventor and me- 
chanical engineer of this city, has 
mapped out for himself. That he will 
be able to carry it through he has not 
the slightest doubt. 


"Without intending slang, my navi- 


gator will be-a bird. The gas holder 
or body of the machine will be so 
shaped as to offer the least resistance 
to the air.

SHAW STAYS UNTIL MARCH, 1907. 


Secretary of Treasury Stays In Cabi- 


net Longer Than He Intended. 


Washington, Jan. 13.—At the regu- 


lar meeting of the cabinet yesterday 
the president asked Secretary Shaw to 
remain at the head of the treasury de- 
partment until March 4, 1907, and Mr. 
Shaw agreed to do so. More than a 
year ago, Mr. Shaw let it he known 
that he expected to retire from the 
cabinet in February of this year, es- 
aotly four years after Ma appointment 
by President Roosevelt to succeed Io- 
nian J. Gage. The president did not 
understand the secretary's intention 
until some casual reference was made 
to it a few weeks ago. Then Presi- 
dent. Roosevelt lost no time In urging 
the secretary to remain In the cabinet 
until the end of the .present session of 
ccngress and as much longer as he 
would consent 


The president himself announced 


the arrangement, and at the same 
time said Secretary of the Interior 
Hitchcock, who last year expressed 
his intention of resigning March, 1906, 
had consented to remain In the cab- 
inet for some time beyond the date 
mentioned. 
The president also said that Attor- 


ney General Moody again had post- 
poned the date on which he felt that 
he mnst retire in order to resume the 
practice of law. Mr. Moody has set 
several dates for his retirement, hnt 
always lias been persuaded to remain 
beyond the time named.

An ex-woman clerk in

fied Mrs. Chadwick some time after 
she arrived at the prison, as Madame 
Devere.

OLIVER HEBERT, 


Veteran Pennsylvania Engineer Who 


Has Passed Away. 


S. M. Foster and Mr. Bigelow Were at 


Yale Together. 


President S. M. Foster, of the Ger- 


man-American National bank. Is more 
than casually interested in the clash [ 
between Secretary of War Taft and 
Poultney Bigelow, growing out of an 
article written by the latter criticis- 
ng the management of Panama canal 
affairs from the fact that Mr. Foster 
and Mr. Bigelow were classmates in 
Yale college. 


Mr. Foster stated today that he re- 


called Mr. Bigelow as a man of won- 
derful versatility and splendid mental 
capabilities, but erratic in tempera- 
ment and inclined to be sensational. 
He has been an extensive traveler, 
having visited almost every portion 
ol the globe, but has lived much of the 
time abroad. 
It has been many years 


since the classmates met. Mr. Foster 
recalls a letter written him by Mr. 
Bigelow from London when typewrit- 
ers were just coming into use. 
The 


missive, one of the first type-written 
letters ever received by Mr. Foster, 
was replete with originalities reveal- 
ing the characteristics of the writer, 
and Mr. Foster said today that he had 
many times regretted that the letter 
had gotten lost or destroyed. 


Though a sufferer for many weeks, it 
was not till late in December that Mr. 
Hebert was compelled to take to his 
bed, 
and his condition has been such 


for several days that, there was little 
ground for hope of his recovery. The 
patient at 4 o'clock Wednesday after- 
noon 
lapsed 
into 
unconsciousness, 


from which he did not rally. 


Mr. Hebert-was a native of St. Johns, 


Canada, born December lt>, 1841. 
He 


grew to manhood in his native place, 
and in 1861 came to Fort Wayne, tak- 
ing a position as fireman on the Pitts- 
burg, Fort Wayne and Chicago rail- 
road. 
This was at the outbreak of 


the civil war and Mr. Hebert soon re- 
signed his position to enlist in the 
service of his adopted country.

He'was united in 


marriage In 1863 to Miss Julia Good- 
rich, of St. Johns, Canada, and then re- 
turned to Fort Wayne to resume rail- 
roading.

PRIVILEGES OF AN ENVOY. 


Ambassadors Exempt from Arrest or 


from Any Legal Procesa. 


Quaint etiquette and strange laws 


are associated with tho position of an 
ambassador of the powers. 
The main 


difference between an ambassador and 
a minister is rather one of person than 
of power, since both are accredited 
plenipotentiaries. 
The 
ambassador 


represents the person of his sovereign; 
the minister represents the 
govern- 


ment. 
The social precedence given to 


an ambassador is immediately after 
the princes of the blood of the royal, 
while a minister only takes rank after 
a duke. 


Ambassadors and ministers are ac- 


corded precedence among themselves 
according to the dates of their appoint- 
ments, and their wives enjoy the same 
privileges. In Rome a curious bit of 
etiquette obtains. 
In a "black" house 


the plenipotentiary accredited 
to the 


quintal takes precedence of his col- 
league at the Vatican, while in a 
'white" house the converse rule is ob- 
served. 


An ambassador can not be "put up" 


and balloted for at a club; he must be 
invited to join, and in the leading 
clubs a rule empowering the committee 
to issue such invitations is generally 
found. 
When a sovereign or a mem- 


ber of the royal house deputed by him 
visits a foreign country the embassy 
becomes his private residence and the 
ambassador is, pro tern, officially ex- 
tinguished. 


The representatives of foreign pow- 


ers enjoy various curious 
privileges. 


The embassy or legation IE to all In- 
tents and purposes a 
piece of 
the 


country which it represents and its oc- 
cupants are not amenable to the ordi- 
nary laws of the country in which it 
stands. 


An ambassador cannot be sued—in 


fact, he is exempted from all legal

who numbered in all about 700, rush- 
ed wildly about, seeking safety. Those 
on the upper floors were driven back 
into their rooms by the smoke, which 
filled the hallways and when the fire- 
men arrived they 
were greeted by 


cries for assistance 
from scores of 


men and women, who, scantily clad, 
were shivering on the window ledges. 


Smoke was pouring out around them 


and soon two men were compelled to 
leap to avoid the flames. Both were 
killed. One of them has been identi- 
fied as J. B. Peisine;er. a traveling 
salesman from New York. Miss M. E. 
Hodses, a guest, sought a fire escape, 
but having opened the wrong window 
on the seventh floor, she was driven to 
step off the ledge. 


How Captain Berwin Died. 


Captain John Berwin, of the hook 


and ladder company, having broken 
open a window on the seventh floor, 
which he had reached by means of a 
scaling ladder, 
ptumbjed 
over, the 


body of Mrs. Emaline Barlow, an aged 
woman. He strapped the unconscious 
form to his back and started down 
the ladder. 
When midway between

with smoke. Captain John Berwin, of 
the fire department, fell while trying 
to lower a woman to safety from the 
fifth floor and was killed. The woman 
was caught by another fireman. An 
unknown man jumped for the roof of 
an adjoining building from. the top 
floor, but missed and was killed, while 
a large middle-aged woman jumped 
from the fourtn floor and met instant 
death. 


Mrs. C. H. Wood and her daughter, 


proprietors of the West hotel, were 
both rescued, the latter being carried 
down a ladder to safety. 


A Thrilling Rescue. 


One of "the most thrilling rescues 


was that of F. A. Chamberlain, of the 
Security bank, and members of his 
family, who were not awakened In 
time to make their escape by the us- 
ual exits. For many anxious >minutes 
they remained at their window In the 
topmost story at Jifth 
street and 


Hennepin avenue comer. Mr. Cham- 
berlain gathered bedding and sheets 
and made a rope of them and at the 
same time the extension ladders were 
being placed into position, but found 
too short. The pompier ladders were 
rushed to the scene and a fireman with 
a rope about him firmly placed and 
scaled the ladder to the cheers of 
thousands of excited spectators. Ar- 
riving at the window he took one 
after the other, lowered them safely 
to the extension ladder two stories be- 
neath by means of the rope, where 
they were brought to safety..

THE COW AND THE MAN. 


The dairy cows of the United States 


produced six hundred 
and 
sixty-six 


millions of dollars worth of milk and 
butter last year. Do they not deserve 
good treatment? 


Some men find fault with their cows 


because the butter does not 
come, 


when probably the cream is not prop- 
erly ripened, or the temperature Is 
not 
right 
When enough cream has 


been gathered for a churning It should 
be exposeed to a fairly warm tempera- 
ture and stirred occasionally until it 
reaches a proper stage of ripeness. 
Little is gained by haste in churning. 
Under proper conditions butter ought 
to come in due time.

The ventilation must be good 
to 


keep the stable sweet and the cows 
healthy, but there must be no drafts. 


If you cannot keep your stable warm 


without artificial heat it will pay you 
to have it.

Never allow a cow to lie on bare 


boards. 
It is cruel and costly. 


Always remember that 
the

chill of the cow shrinks her mess of 
milk. 


Tho food for cows should be of such 


a nature that no bad taste will be im- 
parted to the milk. 


It is believed that a cow will give 


more milk for a milker she likes than 
for one she does not like. 


When dairymen get' down to real, 


earnest, work, they will have summer 
ilos and when the pastures fail, they 
will he able to feed ensilage, anrl thus 
be comparatively independent.

FEED THAT MAKES BIG GAINS. 


When R. "W. Clark, of Utah, fed a 


bunch of steers last season, he found 
that they made a pound of gain from 
11.5 pounds of alfalfa hay 
and 31.4 


pounds of beet pulp at a cost of 2.8 
cents. In the case of sheep the cost 
of a pound of gain was 3.8 cents, and 
16.G pounds of alfalfa and 3G.6 pounds 
of beet pulp were 
required. 
When 


beet pulp was fed ad libitum with al- 
falfa to steers, it had a value of 51.85, 
and when similarly fed to sheep it. had 
a value of $1.13 a ton. On a full ra- 
tion of alfalfa and grain—bran and 
shorts In equal parts—the steers made 
a pound of gain at a cost of 4.93 cents. 
With another lot fed alfalfa, grain and 
beet pulp, a pound of gain cost 3.98 
cents. 
When a full ration of alfalfa 


and pulp with a half ration of grain 
was fed, a pound of gain was made 
from 9.2 pounds of alfalfa," 2.03 pounds 
of grain, and 19.1 pounds of pulp, the 
cost being 3.51 cents.

IDLE HORSES IN WINTER. 


It is a problem to carry through the 


winter horses that are not used on the 
farm. Unless where hay is very cheap, 
they should he kept substantially on 
roughage that is cheaper than hay. 
The nature of this roughage will be 
influenced much by locality. 
Where 


corn stalks are abundant these may 
very properly furnish the bulk food, 
where they are less abundant straw 
can be furnished. 
Of the sorghum 


family, sweet sorghum 
can be used 


and the nonsaccharine sorghums are 
more or less helpful. Millet is also 
good. Any kind of straw may be made 
to render good service, but rye straw 
is the least valuable for food uses. 


It should be borne in mind, how- 


ever, that none of the foods named is 
In exact balance, hence it is advant- 
ageous to feed something else with 
these feeds. 
The best balancer ot 


such foods in the line of fodders 
is 


clover hay in clover growing areas; 
alfalfa where alfalfa may be grown, 
and vetch hay where the conditions 
favor the growing of vetches. If the 
fodders can be cut and mixed, the 
consumption will he more 'complete, 
but under many- conditions this will be 
found too expensive. The proportions 
of the foods just named need not be 
large. 


Should such horses get grain at all, 


and if so how much? This will de- 
pend on the other food. Grain is al- 
ways or nearly always more expensive 
relatively than fodder. But it would 
be better to feed some grain than to 
allow the horses to run down in flesh.

USE BEEF SIRE FOR MEAT. 


Farmers Pay Too Little Attention to 


Proper Breeding. 


(N. N. Clapp, Michigan.) 


The inferior' cuttle that are market- 


ed at the present time outnumber the 
fairly good and desirable specimens. 
Anything that can get calves Is used 
and the result is inferior calves that 
have poor ancestral influences. 
The 


two or three years of life are passed 
on the farm without making a desira- 
ble growth or accumulating much of a 
desirable quality 
of meat. 
Prom 


farmers that follow such methods, we 
hear the remark that cattle raising 
don't pay. 
To such, a description of 


an object lesson may be of value. 


It has been. my practice to use a 


pure-bred Shorthorn bull, and steers 
from such a cross on the native or 
grade cows have been thrifty and good 
meat accumulators. 
At sometime dur- 


ing the season that the steers, were 
two years old there has generally been 
a demand for them at from $45 to $50 
each. 


On two occasions 
after 
making 


radical changes in the make-up of the 
cattle on the farm, there have been 
cows bought that were in calf to either 
bulls of a dairy breed or scrubs. 
In 


both instances these steers raised be- 
side those sired by a Shorthorn bull, 
receiving just as much feed and just as 
good care, were slower growers and 
did not accumulate as much flesh. 


Their smaller size and poorer con- 


dition made them worth -fully $10 per 
head less at selling time than those 
sired by the shorthorn 
bull. 
On a 


bunch of ten steers there is a' differ- 
ence in the income each year sufficient 
to pay for a good bull, besides the dif- 
ference in the value of the heifers 
raised on the farm to in after years 
take the place of the cows. 
Again, 


there is another difference in the value 
of the cows from a good bull when 
selling time comes. 


Another point I wish to emphasize 


is the cultivation of the thirty habit 
in the young animal. " I have often 
heard the remark that such, and such 
calves were knocked in the head with 
the milk pail. 
I have taken the re- 


mark to mean that the calves were not 
fed liberally and properly when young. 
If they ever recover from the shock, 
or stunted condition, several months 
are required to overcome the evil ef- 
fects. 
This means a loss of time and 


a waste of feed. Just enough feed to 
sustain 
life is worse than thrown 


away, for* more feed and much time 
must be expended to regain the thrifty 
habit. 


Nature seems to have provided for 


the 
wants of the young animal in 


many ways. 
The mother furnishes 


the milk that is just the kind of feed 
needed to start the calf on the road to 
good size and fine proportions. All 
that is needed to make rich blood that 
supplies the bones, muscles, fat and 
nerve is in the milk, fresh, just as it 
comes from the cow. 


Usually the calves are fed or raised 


by hand, and butter is made from the 
cream tnken from the milk. The skill 
of the feeder is brought into play to 
iiipply something to take the place of 
the cream. 
While the calf is under 


four weeks of age, the stomach Is not 
capable of digesting much coarse feed 
| or corn meal. After that time a small 
j amount of 
finely 
ground corn-meal 


can he scalded with the milk and a 
little oil meal added, both of which 
will ho of value in taking the plnce 
of tho cream. 


WHY CREAM RICHNESS VARIES. 


Many Separator Manufacturers Do Not 


Know Their Business. 


(Prof. E. H. Farrington.) 


One of the things which some own- 


ers of separators do not understand 
Is the cause of the variation in tha 
richness of cream. Most farmers hava 
learned that the cream screw of the 
separator may be so adjusted as to in- 
crease or decrease the thickness or 
the "cream, but they may have noticed 
that sometimes the test of their cream 
at the creamery will vary considerably 
from week to-week, even when tiw 
cream screw has not been changed. 
The farmer .does not understand this) 
and is likely to conclude that 
the 


cream is not being accurately tested ac 
the factory. 


This is a matter which has caused 


considerable trouble in. the past and 
may in the future unless the. owners oi 
farm separators get a better 
under- 


standing of the causes of variations in 
the test of creams wnen the cream 
screw adjustment is not changed. 


Nearly all creamery butter makers 


are familiar with power cream separa- 
tors and they, together wir,n the agents 
selling the separators to 
farmers, 


ought to instruct the buyer regarding 
tne proper running and cleaning ot 
separators. They should also give di- 
rections for taking care of the cream 
until it is delivered 
to the 
cream 


buyers. 


Cream of nearly any thickness may 


be obtained from a hand separator, 
but under the ordinary farm condi- 
tions of running these machines, van- 


j ations in the richness of the creams 
are caused by: 


1. Change in the temperature of the 


milk. 


2. Change in speed of the separator 


bowl. 


j 
3. A variation in the amount of milk 


rim through separator in a given time. 


4. The amount of skim milk or wa- 


ter used to 
Rush 
the howl when 


through separating. 


5. Change in the richness 
of the 


milk, either from morning and night's 
milk or from changes in the lactation 
period of the cows. 


These five conditions will influence 


the test of; the cream even though the 
cream screw it not changed. But, on 
the other hand, cream of uniform rich- 
ness may be obtained from a separator 
by avoiding so far as possible varia- 
tions in the conditions just mentioned. 


A thin cream is obtained by running 


the separator below speed, by skim- 
ming hot milk, or by crowding the sep- 
arator, 
i. e., trying 
to force 
milic 


through the separator too fast; also by 
using too much skim milk or water to 
flush out the bowl when through skim- 
ming. A thick or rich cream will bo 
obtained when the opposite course is 
adopted in running the separator.

Joseph Smith, the founder of Mor- 


monism, was born in Sharon, Ver- 
mont, in 1805. His mother was a su- 
perstitious fortune teller. His father 
wan illiterate, indolent,and intemper- 
ate. The hoy was raised with bad en- 
vironments, without the advantage of 
an education. At fifteen years of age 
In an exciting revival he professed 
conversion and began at once to claim 
that ho saw visions, that Peter, James 
and John appeared to him with reve- 
lations from heaven. 
There was in 


him a strange mixture of religious 
emotion and base Immoralities. 


About 1827 Joseph Smith met one 


Sydney Rigdon who had lived fci Pitts- 
burg, ana had become acquainted with 
toe manuscript of a novel written by 
a Mr. Spauldlng, in which the Amer- 
ican Indians are described as the de- 
scendants of the Bahel builders. This 
manuscript, with scriptural additions 
by Sydney Rigdon, was the basis of 
uie Book of Mormon. Joseph Smith, 
however, claimed that he was guided 
by an angel to a bill near Palmyra, 
New York, where he found some gold 
plates which had been buried there 
for 1400 years and on which was writ- 
ten In strange characters God's reve- 
lation to him. 
While he translated 


the characters on these plates, he con- 
cealed himseif behind a bed blanket 
stretched across one 
corner of his 


mother's kitchen, and dictated them 
to a scribe who sat on the other side 
of the blanket. 


Dr. D. J. McMillan, in his "Histori- 


cal Sketch -of 
Mormonism," says: 


"Three kinds 
of charges ' followed 


Smith everywhere and to his death, 
namely: .First, immorality, to cover 
up which the doctrine 
of 
spiritual 


marriage and the practice of polyga- 
my began to be justified under certain 
restrictions aa early as 183.6., The sec- 
ond charge which mvariably'-.followed 
him was dishonesty In the matter of 
money, as the Kirtland. bank certainly 
shows. A third was theft. To justify 
his acts he asserted that the Mormons 
were God's peculiar people, to whom 
it was God's purpose to give the. whole 
world anjl all that is therein; it was 
not stealing therefore to take what 
belonged to oneself. Any one who as- 
sociated with the Mormons as-late as 
twenty-five years ago heard this justi- 
fication of theft 
urged 
again 
and 


again in the pulpit, as well as in pri- 
vate life." 


In the.city of Nauvoo, 111,, Joseph 


Smith Was arrested and put In jail on 
a charge of having taken for a spir- 
itual wiie Mrs. Foster. A mob gath- 
ered, broke into the jail and shot him. 


Brlgham Young, "a man of strong 


will, imposing presence, a genius for 
administration, and a sensualist," be- 
came hia successor. Before he died 
he had twenty-six wives, a multitude 
of descendants, and lived like an Ori- 
ental prince. The decencies of civil- 
ization would not allow the Mormons 
to live in peace. Brigham Young, 
therefore, decided to take his colony 
oeyond tbe reach of Christian civiliza- 
tion. They settled on the shores of 
Salt Lake, anu began a system of mis- 
sionary activity which has increased 
their numbers to about 350,000. Every 
Mormon man before he can reach a 
position In the church must give, free 
of charge, two years of missionary 
work. Their system of tithing pours 
millions of dollars into their treasury. 


A careful study of the1 doctrines and 


practices of the Mormon church will 
reveal that it Is more than a moth. It 
is an octopus with six slimy tentacles. 


Polytheism. 


1. Its longest tentacle reaches with 


blasphemous assumption after God 
himself. 
Mormonism is a system of 


polytheism. It teaches that there are 
many gods, and the great God is su- 
preme because he has the largest num- 
ber of wives and children. This God 
became Adam in the Garden of Eden, 
and Eve was one of his wives which 
he brought with him. Men may be- 
come gods by the practice of polyga- 
my, and every Mormon will be great 
In proportion to the number of wives 
he marries. It is an established prin- 
ciple that men become like the object 
of their worship, and such a god of 
lust cannot fall to make big worship- 
ers Incarnations of sensuality. 


Morm6n Books. 


2. 
Another tentacle reaches after 


the bible, and would set it aside as 
the Infallible revelation of God. Mor- 
mons claim that the bible is Inspired 
when properly translated, but what 
they accept as a proper translation by 
Joseph-Smith is no translation at all, 
but rather a wresting of the meaning 
of scripture to- suit his fancy. 
The 


"Book or Mormon," the 
"Doctrines 


and Covenants," and the "Pearl of 
Great Price," are equally inspired. 


Now they go BO far as to say that 


the bible was good enough for the 
Jews and Is good enough lor the Gen- 
tiles, but God speaks to the "Latter 
Day Saints" with 
new 
revelations. 


The word of Brigham Young was ac- 
cepted, therefore, as more authorita- 
tive tban the words of Christ or Paul. 
It is claimed that God speaks today 
through tbe Mormon priesthood, and 
tbe latest revelation is the best. 


A Conspiracy. 


3. 
Another tentacle reaches after 


the nation. Mormonism is a conspir- 
acy against the "United Slates govern- 
ment, and has more than pnce resist- 
ed its authority. 
Mormon prophets 


contend that the whole earth has been 
given to their church aa a rightful In- 
heritance. 
No 
government has 
a 


right .to dictate to them. They are 
the supreme law. Judge King, a rep- 
resentative in congress from 
Utah, 


said In a public address, "Mormonism 
has come to make the whole earth one 
nation, one people, one faith." 
They

der Joshua, that. the. lands and lives 
of all Gentiles have been forfeited by 
divine decree, and may be taken by 
tno Mormons with impunity, for all 
the inhabitants of the earth are usurp- 
ers and trespassers on their inheri- 
tance Tne assassination or spoliation 
of an unbeliever is to u Mormon no 
crime, and may he a great virtue. 
Under this 
teaching assassinations 


have repeatedly occurred in the his- 
tory of Mormonism, not of Individuals 
only, but of whole companies of men. 
The complete annihilation by order of 
rno church authorities in the Moun- 
tain Meadow massacre in IS57 of 120 
men, women and children on their 
way (o California is a case in point. 
For this crime John D. Lee, a bishop 
of the Mormon church, who command- 
ed the attacking party of Mormons. 
was tried in the United States courts, 
convicted and executed." 


I have beeu told uy one who lived 


for twelve years in Salt Lake City, 
and 1ms made a careful study of the 
Mormon question, that every Mormoi. 
receives what Is called a garment of 
investment, which has two slits across 
the heart and one across the abdomen, 
and it means that, if they prove dis- 
loyal to the Mormon church, they will 
be disemboweled and pierced through 
the heart with two daggers. Such dis 
emboweling and heart piercing are not 
unknown in history of Mormonism. J 
would not bo an alarmist, but I be 
Here the times have to give its atten- 
tion to the secret temples and organi- 
zations in some western states. 


Polygamy.

wifehood and motherhood. Polygamy 
is not an Incident in tho Mormon sys- 
tem; it is its 
backbone 
and" heart 


Without it Mormonism 
cannot live. 


When the United States government 
decided that polygamy should be abol- 
ished and polygamists punished, the 
president of the 
Mormon hierarchy 


soon had a vision 
which permitted 


them to submit to this law, but they 
publicly assert that It is only a tem- 
porary submission, 


No woman can go to heaven with- 


out being married to a Mormon; and, 
if she has been thus married, she is 
certain of a place in paradise, howevel 
vile her character. Not a few homes 
have been broken up by Mormon eld- 
ers, who have induced wives of re- 
putable men to submit to a secret 
spiritual marriage, in order that their 
souls might be Saved. They go so far 
as to claim that a man still living can 
marry a woman who has died, and one 
of the Mormon 
elders has already 


been married to the empress Jose- 
phine, who will be -one of his many 
wives when he gets to heaven. 


It is a hopeful sign that the young 


people who attend public schools and 
come in contact with Christian civili- 
zation, are reroltfng against Oriental 
sensuality in the home, and are re- 
fusing to practice polygamy.
